The two former 
NCAA champions gave a 
display of scientific 
wrestling never before seen 
in a professional match in 
Florida . . . In Tampa, Roop 
threw away the rulebook to 
try to take advantage of young 
Bob Backlund. Before Back- 
lund was seriously injured, 
however, the current WWF 
champ received help from 
Terry Funk! .. . In Boston, 
Spiros Arion and Bruno 
Sammartino were battling 
outside the ropes, on the 
arena floor, when Spiros 
beat the WWF champion into 
the ring before the “20” count 
. . . Jimmy and Johnny 
Valiant failed in their 
attempt to regain the WWF 
tag team titles from Victor 
Rivera and Dom DeNucci... 
Bobby Heenan nearly bled to 
death when he tried to 
interfere in a match on behalf 
of Ray Stevens. The incident 
occurred when Stevens 
battled Pepper Gomez in a 
steel cage match.

No, I really believe one 
ref is enough.” 

Jared Feinberg, Richmond, Virginia: 
“Referee’s in any sport, but 
especially wrestling, gotta be the 
toughest around. Look at every- 
thing happening in a tag team, I 
mean, how many tag team matches 
stay clean? Almost none. Always a 
nut like Lou Albano interfering 
and that makes a ref’s job very 
tough. I feel sorry for them. Who 
ever appreciates the ref? No one.” 


Alice Schmidt, Allentown, Penn- 
sylvania: “That’s a tough one for 
me because | have this prejudice 
against referees. I’ve been going to

T SOME POINT in every 
wrestler’s career, a period of 


re-assessment becomes of 
paramount importance. After 
several grueling years, a reign as 
United States Heavyweight cham- 
pion, Mid-Atlantic champion, a 
share in the NWA and Mid- 
Atlantic tag team titles, Ric Flair 
reviews his career. 


“I don’t need the world title,” 
said Flair. “Titles are for inferior 
wrestlers, like Harley Race or Bob 
Backlund. Guys like them need the 
prestige of a belt ’cause their lives 
and wrestling styles are so 
damn dull. 

“But people don’t think of Ric 
Flair in terms of a champion or 
not. When my name comes up in 


conversation, first thing people 
think of is my brilliance, my 
toughness, and terrific looks.” 
Flair paused for breath. 

“What am I looking for out of 
wrestling? I don’t know, that’s a 
toughie. I do know I’m very proud 
of what I’ve accomplished in my 
brief time in the squared circle,” 
said Flair. “The times I’ve really

Flair searches for a deeper, more

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cared about a title, that diamond 
belt ends up wrapped around my 
gorgeous muscular waist.” 

“Someone like Backlund goes 
berserk silly before each match 
Well, I don’t know about him. He’s 
talented and all, but he gets too 
worked up over the belt. Listen, 
man, a title is only a bunch of 
words strung together and held 
there by a belt. 

“I don’t require titles and stuff 
for my ego satisfaction. There’s 
lots of ways for me to feel good 
about myself, my life, and my 
world without parading around 
like some loud-mouthed jackass 
boasting about this belt or that, 
how many times I’ve been 
champion. Hey, doesn’t Harley 
Race ever realize he had to keep 
losing the belt to regain it 
four times?” 

Flair grabbed a scrapbook off 
the coffee table. 

“Okay, so I paste up important 
events from my career,” said Flair. 
“But if you look through this,” he 
flipped pages, “you'll see a lot of 
bouts marked for special attention 
had little to do, if anything, witha 
world title.

Maybe that’s because you don’t know 
he is the Jamaica Kid! 

The Jamaica Kid. It seems that it 
takes longer to say that name than for 
this unbelievably fast grappler to whip 
across from one side of the ropes to the 
other and back again. 

Maybe a name like the Zip Kid orthe 
Whiz Kid would be more descriptive. 
Because if there’s one thing about the 
Jamaica Kid that makes him stand out 
from the rest it’s this. The Jamaica Kid 
is fast. Damn fast! 

Even Edouard Carpentier, a man 
with a fantastic reputation for his athle- 
tic prowess and tremendous speed, 
has this to say about the Jamaica Kid: 

“1 saw him wrestle for the first time 
up in Montreal and | was very im- 
pressed. | thought at first he was just a 
new face. But this is a wrestler who 
stands out from the crowd. He has 
that certain stuff that shows a poten- 
tial for greatness. He has a self- 
assurance that makes the audience 
relax and know that no matter what 
kind of trouble he gets into, he'll get 


out of it. 
“He's fast. He’s sure-footed. And 


he’s dynamic. I’m not saying the 
Jamaica Kid has perfected his style but 
he’s well on his way. 

Nice praise from a wrestler with a 
reputation like Carpentier’s. But not 
the only praise the Jamaica Kid has 
gotten. 


To understand why the praise is 
overflowing you've got to see him in 
action. Like during his hard-fought bat- 
tle with Don Serrano in Montreal. 

The double wristlocks that had these 
men entangled kept the audience on 
edge for almost three full minutes. 
Each of them was showing the strain of 
an extremely exhausting hold, but 
neither would let go, until finally the 
Jamaica Kid made it unbearable for 
Don. 

Serrano looked like he had the 
match when he lifted the Jamaica Kid 
up, swung him around, and sent him 
flying to the other side of the mat. But it 
seemed that instead of giving the Kid 
ideas about giving up, it reminded him 
of his great liking for flight through the 
air—either into the other opponent 
with such force that he knocks him 
over, or by sending the other wrestler 
flying out of the ring. 

This time it wound up in the latter 
case. The Kid lifted Serrano off the mat 
and carried him while picking up 
speed until he launched him almost 
like a rocket into the ropes. Just inches 
more and Serrano would have been in 
the front rows. 

Fidel Castillo thought he had it 
made when he pressed the Kid up over 
his head like a giant barbell. But this 
Raul Castillo is about to get a 
foot in the mouth as The Kid flies 
high on his way to certain victory.

Fidel’s brother Raoul Castillo 
thought the Kid was a goner after he 
slammed him into the canvas head 
first. But by a sudden reverse Raoul 
found himself in a scissors hold and 
barely unable to breathe. Scarcely a 
minute later Raoul was flat on his back 
and the Jamaica Kid was using 
Castillo’s feet to support his springing 
up and down onto Raoul’s stomach!

But, anyway, | 
always see the referee favoring the 
bad guys. All the time. And I’m 
tired of watching Dominic 
DeNucci’s head opened like a can 
‘of fruit cocktail because the ref 
doesn’t see the illegal object. So if 
two referees will help, I’m all for it.” 
Jim Lentine, St. Louis, Missouri:“1 
think the problem isn’t two refs but 
preventing former wrestlers or 
even current wrestlers from 
refereeing matches. | think they 
can’t maintain any kind of 
objectivity. Many of them still 
brood over rivalries or plain 
jealousies and that affects their 
performance as a_ professional 
referee. But I just want to say that, 
by and large, referees do a heckuva 
job in a very difficult position.”

Perhaps a second referee could be 
utilized to make sure managers do not 
interfere in matches. 
Catherine Hessler, Freeport, New 
York: “Never forget the first time I 
ever saw a wrestling match, oh, 
musta been maybe 30 years ago. 
And there was this wrestler with a 
strange-shaped head called The 
Angel. I'll never forget that. And 
this poor referee ran around the 
ring until | thought he’d fall down 
and die, trying to keep up with 
things. Yes, indeed, as many refs as 
needed. Even my grandson agrees 
and he knows wrestling.” 


Nick Bockwinkel has been known to 
conceal his rulebreaking tactics from the 
one referee. 

David Huppert, Tampa, Florida: 
“The way men like Nick Bock- 
winkel and Ernie Ladd cheat, 
either in a tag team oran individual 
match, two refs might not do the 
job. Rulebreakers perfect methods 
of getting the referee’s attention 
away from their cheating. If you 
had two refs, one could always 
watch the action and the other 
watch for any illegal stunts.”

Two referees have been used to maintain 
order in Los Angeles’ 22-man battle royals. 
Berta Eberling, Kansas City, 
Missouri: “I think a referee slows 
down the action in a tag team. I 
love watching four husky guys 
pulling and throwing each other 
around the ring. Many times a 
referee will stop a maneuver before 
it reaches a dangerous situation. If 
it does, so? This is wrestling. It’s 
supposed to be tough. Anyone who 
can’t stand the sport should look 
for other work.”

Well, that day is over, finished, the 
end, man. From now on, II better 
watch his hide when he tangles 
with a Funk ’cause he’s got two of 
us on his hands and one of us with 
hands tied behind our back could 
whip that creep.” 


Funk, a master at inflicting pain, scissors II's legs to add pressure to an overlapping 
toehold (above).
